Heretofore Has Been the 
Insistence on a Dime 


BUCKINGHAM MAKES OFFER. 


Electric service from Chicago to Evanston, 
with a five-cent fare, will be established if 
plans for leasing the Chicago and Evanston 
line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad company to the Northwestern Ele- 
vated are carried out and the approval of 
the City Council is secured. 

The terms of this deal practically were 
agreed upon yesterday by the officials of the 
two companies concerned, the proposition 
of the elevated company to lease the surface 
line being made by Clarence Buckingham, 
President of the elevated company. 

After the two companies have settled upon 
the conditions of the lease the consent of the 
City Councils of Chicago and of Evanston 
will be necessary. The Northwestern com- 
pany has a franchise for an elevated road to 
the city limits, and an amendatory ordinance 
giving permission for a surface road will be 
required. 

If the proposition of the elevated company 
can be carried out, Evanston will be brought 
into connkction with the city by elevated 
trains running as trolley cars from Wilson 
avenue to the north shore town. Theincline 
will be built at Wilson avenue and the tracks 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
used into Evanston. 


Low Fare to the Loop. 

This plan will give the citizens a service to 
the Chicago elevated loop with a low fare, 
something that has been desired for years. 
A number of obstacles have stood in the way 
of other propositions to the sameend. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad could not 
secure the privilege of changing its motive 
power to electricity, and the Northwestern 
Elevated had been balked in its attempt to 
secure a surface road from Wilson avenue 
to the city Umits. : 

It is thought that there will be no opposi- 
tion to the plans now proposed, as it is be- 
lieved that the offer of a five-cent fare will do 
much towards securing the necessary ordi- 
nances from the City Council.

Sleeping in His Brother’s West Erie

CAPTAIN PLACED UNDER ARREST, — 


New York, June 14.—[Special.)—The ferry: 
boat Northfield, with 600 passengers aboard, 
was sunk tonight in Kast River at the foo 
of Coenties slip, where it had drifted afte: 
a collision with the Mauch Chunk. How 
many persons perished is not known, and 
until reports of those missing from home 
come in it will be impossible even to estimate 
the loss of life. 

Eye witnesses of the disaster tell widely 
different stories regarding the fatalities, some 
insisting at least 100 were drowned, others 
holding thirty or forty asa more correct em 
timate of the victims, while the most con 
servative declare the fatalities numbered only 
one or two. A number ot persons who were 
injured were taken to hospitals, while others 
were able to make their way to their homes 


‘Cowardice and Bravery Shown. 
Tales of cowardice and of bravery are 
many. The majority of the men aboard the 
Northfield are declared to have become panic- 
stricken, beating down women and children 


in their efforts to save themselves. The help- 


less were pushed back, and in the only at- 
tempt to launch a lifeboat the tiny craft was 
swamped by the men who leaped into It. 

On the other hand, deeds of heroism were a 
feature of the disaster. Scores of men risked 

life to rescue those who had leaped from the 
sinking vessel and thése who remained , 
aboard neck deep in the water.

Takes Bill Under Advisement. 
Judge Tuley late in the afternoon took the 
bill home, having agreed to consider its terms 
during the evening hours. Messengers were 
sent to various law offices to gather Supreme 


and Circuit Court decisions on which the pe- 


titioners may base their demands that the 
Harlem track’s poolselling and bookmaking 
be enjoined for the reason alleged. ; 
One decision, recently written by a Judge 
of one of the down-the-State counties, and 
held to deal specifically with the problem 
now involved, was dwelt on with particular 
emphasis, and two law clerks were sent to 
secure manuscript copies of this finding. 
Should Judge Tuley hold that an injunction 
can lie on the allegations advanced, the bill 
will be filed this morning, and the formal 
issuance of an injunction at once by him will 
be sought.

The people who join in this request 
are Colonel Fred A. Rowe of Jacksonville, 
Colonel William D. Washburn of Chicago, 
Attorney P. C. Haley of Joliet, the Citizens’ 
association of Chicago, represented by Hoyt 
King. and certain other citizens represented 
by W. M. McEwen. A bill has been drafted 


by which this end is sought and has been

CARLOAD OF BUSY BEES DO 


WICKED THINGS TO AUSTIN. | 


By Improving Each Golden Moment the 
Insects Manage to Meet and Sting 
a Number of Persons. 


Austin yesterday met the busy bee—a whole 
carload of hard working, industrious bees— 
and the result was somewhat distressing. 
The bees, 150 colonies strong, became in- 
censed because some small boys poked sticks 
at them, so they started out tosting the town. 
Previously the temper of the bees had been 
ruffied by the rude trainmen, who insisted on 
bumping ‘them around. “a 

The bees, improving each golden moment, 
managed to make themselves felt. They 
sent a dozen or more persons home with 
bumps on their faces and hands, and were 
willing to do even more. Those who were the 
most seriously stung were: :

Rams Big Hole in Northfield, 
Within a few seconds, and apparently be- 
fore anything could be done to prevent it 
the boats crashed together. The Mauch 
Chunk’s tron-shod guard, being lower than 
that of the Northfield, rammed under it and 
tore a big hole in the Northfleld’s Starboard 
bow, just abaft the stem, on the women's 
side of the boat.

As the ferryboat drifted around the end of 
Manhattan Island and started on its course 
up the river the passengers were aseured 
that the only trouble was that the engines 
had deen disabled. Not one realized that the 
oat was sinking. People on shore and those 
on tugs saw that the Northfield was doomed, 
and it was only a question of where it would 
sink. 


Life Preservers Are Forgotten. 

When the Northfield was off pier 6 the 
passengers began to realize their dangerous 
position, and then the real panic began. 
Two shifts ot deckhands were on board, 
making twenty-five in all, and they did their 
best to quiet the passengers. The excite- 
ment became so great that hardly any one 
“Pemembered that there were life preservers 
on board. Instead of seeking the preservers 
or the lifeboats the people began to run 


’ batkward and forward on the decks. 


The heavy tide coming in seemed to work 
in harmony with the tugs hovering about 
“the Northfield. It shifted the boat around 
and drifted it in toward pier 10. As the 


"Northfield drifted up to this pier it shifted 


around so as to lie with the bow somewhat 
in the slip between piers 9 and 10. 

dome passengers jumped to the tugs. 
Others climbed on the lighters which were 
tied up near enough for them to reach their 
decks. Others sought safety by leaping 
Into the water. It is of these persons that 
rumor says many were drowned. — 

During all this excitement there were 
numerous brave acts by tugboatmen, long- 
shoremen, and policemen, who jumped into 
the water wherever they saw a person in 
danger. 


Women and Children Pushed Aside. 
From all accounts of eye witnesses to the 
rescue of the passengers, there were many 
@cts of actual brutality on the part of panic- 
Stricken male passengers. Women were 
pushed or dragged aside and small children 
were knocked over and neglected. . In one or 
two instances women were hurt severely. 
Captain Abraham Johnson of the North- 
field remained at his post until all the peo- 
le were taken out.

New York, June 14. — [Special.] — The 
United States transport Ingalls tipped 
over in dry dock in the Erie basin this after- 
noon, where it was awaiting repairs, One 
life was lost and twenty-five or more men 
were injured seriously. The top hamper of 
the transport was thoroughly smashed, and

The accident was caused by a careless ad- 
justment of the bilge blocks under the ship 
and by recklessness in attempting to adjust

Fast Work in Docking Vessel. 
The Ingalls was taken into the dock bow 
foremost.

Seldom 
or never, according to the testimony of the old 
gaits who hang around the Erie basin, has a 
ship been made ready for work so ex- 
peditiously. 

By 3:30 o'clock the dry dock had been raised 
until there was only a fathom or so of water 
under the vessel. It was then discovered 


tended from the sides of the dock to the rail 
of the vessel were too short. There were 
three or four short timbers on the port side 
and the Ingalls began to tilt to the west. 

Instead of supporting the ship with timbers 
of the proper sise it was thought best to cor- 
rect the vessel's tendency to lean by another 
method. Cables were attached to the cap- 
stans and passed around wrenches on the 
starboard side of the deck. Then the engines 
were started and an attempt was made to 
put the ship in an upright position by main 
strength. 

_ Pulled Too Far by Cables. 

Apparently too much main strength was 
used, and the big vessel was swung past the 
perpendicuar so that it had a slight list to 
starboard. Then, owing to the carelessness 
in the adjustment of the bilge blocks, one or 


more of them slipped and the ship heeled 


slowly over on its starboard side. , 
One hundred or more workmen, carpenters, 
scalers, and painters, were at work inside and 
outside of the Ingalls when the accident hap- 
pened. The carpenters, thirty-five in num- 
ber, were inside the hull. There were sev- 
enty-five painters and scalers hanging over 
the sides in swinging scaffoldings. A good 
deal of the scaling off of the rust on the top 
sides of the vessel had been done in the gov- 
ernment dock, so that the painters were able 
to go to work at once without waiting for the 
scalers to clear their way for them. 


Workmen Hear Timbers Snap. 

The first warning that came to the work- 
men was the snapping of one of the star- 
board shoring timbers amidships. The re- 
port was like that of a small cannon. As the 
vessel settled over other shoring timbers 
snapped one after another, and the workmen 
began to shout and scream in terror. 

For ten or fifteen minutes the yard was a 
pandemonium. Men ran around in circles, 
shook their fists at one another, and shouted. 
Every little while carpenters and painters, 


gering out from under the ship’s side or 
crawling through its port doors, begging 
for help. 

Policeman Matthew Murphy, who was out- 
side of the yard when the accident happened, 
ran into the yard at the first alarm, and, 
taking in the situation, at once went to a tele- 
phone and told his commanding officer, Cap- 
tain Cullen, what had happened. Captain 
Cullen called on Seney, Brooklyn, and Long 
Island College hospitals for ambulances. 


Painter Crushed to Death. 


Then he went to the Erie Basin and took 
‘charge of the rescue work. The Captain 
found Mr. Robins and his superintendent, 
Mr. McGillivray, almost distracted with ex- 
citement. He asked them how many lives 
were lost. They did not know, but at his 
suggestion they sent a force of men through 
the ship and around the dock to pick up the 
dead and wounded. One maß was found with 
his head and shoulders créshed under the 
ship’s side. He was Martin Anderson, a 
painter, of 60 Vandyke street. A number of 
men who were too badly hurt to help them- 
selves were lifted out to dry land. 

By this time the northeast corner of the 
dock had tilted down and was beginning to 


dock, transport and all, was bearing down

Manager Refuses to Give Facts. 

An effort was made by a number of news- 
paper reporters to get a statement with re- 
gard to the accident from Mr. Robins, but 
Mr. Robins was so much agitated he could 
tell little or nothing. 

“I won't tell you a thing,” he said to 
the first reporter who approached him. No, 
you can wait around here a thousand years, 
but no statement will be made as to how 
this thing happened. If any employé of 
mine tells I'll discharge him.“ 

“How many men were killed?” was 


That's none of anybody's business but 
mine,” said Mr. Robins. Then he called 
on Captain Cullen to put everybody out of 
the yard, who was not employed there. Cap- 
tain Cullen did not move with alacrity, and 
Mr. Robins, who, between grief and excite- 
ment, was by this time nearly hysterical, 
shouted to Mr. McGillivray: “* Pick out every 
‘man in this yard who does not belong here 
and throw him overboard. We have 300 
men here and I guess we can do as we 
please.“

After eight months in the County Jail for 
contempt of court Mrs. E. Loenna Eimstedt, 
whose release had been granted by the Pro- 
bate Court Wednesday, returned to her resi- 
dence and fine old garden and trees near Wal- 
den, Ill. Her lawyer and two other friends 
called at the jail in the morning and took her 
away in a carriage, 


Elmstedt won her point, but her victory was 
dearly bought. A healthy, strong, and pre- 
possessing women when she entered the jail, 
she left it yesterday supported by friends to 


keep from breaking down; her complexion 


was sallow, her face showed deep lines, and 
her hands were emaciated and trembling. 


Only her eyes betrayed the indomitable spirit 
which had prompted her to resist the order 
of the Probate Court. She was almost 
exhausted when she reached her country res- 
idence, but rallied sufficiently to move about 


the house without assistance. 
Had the Probate Court not granted my 
release, said Mrs. Elmstedt yesterday, “I 


would have remained in jail until death be- 


fore I would have given in. I felt I wasinthe 
right, and was willing to stand by my Son- 
viction. I am sure I would not have lived 
much longer had I remained in jail. I am 
accustomed to an active life outdoors.. My 
present condition is due partly to the con- 
tinued lack of physical exercise and partly 
due to the enervating influence of the heat 
from which the prisoners suffered during the 
last week. I cannot complain of my treat- 
ment during the eight months I was there. 
I did not subsist on the regular jail fare, but 
had my meals brought from a restaurant. 
The cool air out here is wonderfully bracing 
and invigorating, and, although I am still 
weak and shaky, I feel I shall soon recover 
my former strength and health amid the 
pleasant and familiar surroundings of my 
ome! Later in the fall I probably shall go

$609 IN HER OWN HOME. 
Bridget Milan, an Eccentric Wen at 


* Geneva, III., Found Dead in Her 
Room—Starvation the Cause. 


Geneva, III., June 14.—[Special,]—Miss 


Bridget Milan, an eccentric woman who had 


hved alone in a comfortable home here on 
one of the principal residence streets for 
many years, was found dead in her house 
this afternoon. The body was in an ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition, the woman 
having evidently been dead for a month at 
least.

CENNEDY TRIAL NEAR END 


ATTORNEYS TAKE LAST DAY FOR 


‘Kansas City Woman Accused of the 
murder of Her Husband Faces the 
Jury Unflinchingly Under the De- 
nunciation of the Public Prosecu- 
tor, but Later in the Day Breaks 
Down and Shricks for Mercy-—Caste 
Is Practically Over. 


— 


Kansas City, Mo., June 14.—The closing day 
in the trialof Mrs. Kennedy, charged with the 
murder of her husband, was taken up en- 
tirely by the arguments of the attorneys. 

The session was opened by Prosecutor 
Hadley reading the instructions to the jury. 
Mrs. Kennedy looked squarely at the prose- 
cutor, and when he read that part referring 
to murder in the first degree and the at- 
tendant punishment of death her face did 
not change expression. | 

Frank G. Johnson, former city police judge, 
then opened the argument for the State. 
Johnson traced the killing of Kennedy 
by his wife of a month, telling how she 
had called him from his office and shot him 
down without a moment’s warning, then 
coolly submitting to arrest. There was no 
contention, said Attorney Johnson, about the 
killing. The only question to be determined 
in considering the woman’s guilt or innocence 
was whether she was sane or insane. Not 
a single witness, friend or foe, had said she 
was insane. ae 

Attorney Johnson declared. emphatically 
that the father and brothers of the de- 
fendant had helped her plan Kennedy’s mur- 
der and had stationed themselves about the 
scene before it occurred. I say, gentlemen 
of the jury,” concluded he, there is evi- 
dence to find this defendant guilty of murder 
in the first degree.“ | | 

These last words, given in thundering tones, 
‘had no effect upon Mrs. Kennedy, and a 
moment later, when the court took a recess 
till 1 o’clock, she went to her ceH laughing 
and chatting with the deputy. 

At the afternoon session Attorney Nearing 
opened for the defense and demanded ac- 
quittal. He declared that the State had ad- 
duced nothing to prove the charge that the 
Prince family had conspired to kill Kennedy. 
The defendant, he said, had shot him during 
a condition of hysteria bordering on insanity 
after he had ruined her, and after she had 
pleaded with him in vain to live with her 
and cover her shame.

Schwab was hunted up by them and offered 
81,000,000 for his options. This he refused, 
and the offer was advanced to $2,000,000.

POWERS IN OPEN REVOLT. 


In the Democratic ward club elections held 
last night Robert E. Burke fixed his fences 
for complete control of the local machine. 
the phalanx was found practically 
solid for the Harrison machine, and in many 
(of the meetings the Mayor was indorsed ag 
available timber for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the United States, Mr.

To their own followers the anti-Harrison 
leaders lared that they were still in the 


Hurl Defiance at Mayor. 

“I won't retire under fire,“ shouted Alder- 
man Powers to an open air meeting in 
Vernon Park. I will go back to the City 
Council and I'll show Harrison a few things.” 

“I won't be kicked out of politics,” de- 
clared Tom Gahan to another independent 
meeting in the Sixth Ward. I have had too 
many hard knocks in the game to be kicked 
out.“ 

Roger Sullivan, in the Fourteenth Werd, 
added the statement of his determination 
“to do ar die in the local political field. 

Despite these belligerent addresses Har- 
rison and Burke captured the meetings. In 
only one regular ward convention was the 
administration defeated. 

The opposition was defeated before the 
elections were held by a. resolution passed 
by the County Central committee specify- 
ing the manner of holding the elections. It 
meant that there could be no regular 
meetings other than those of the adminis- 


tration. 
Bolt Without Avail. 


In the wards in which Mayor Harrison’s 
opponents live there were bolters and in- 
dependent meetings which will have no 
standing before the Central committee.

When Huffman and 
his companion approached the stable they 
were confronted by Civill and half a dozen 
Irishmen and the fight was on. The man 
from Greenville proved to be a pugilist of 
some ability, forthe Irish contingent went 
down before his maulies one after the other, 
as each came within striking distance. In 
violation of Queensberry rules, one of the 
stablemen managed to get behind the Green- 
villian and felled him to the ground with a 
blow from the handle of a pitchfork. Then 
they all jumped upon the prostrate man and 
beat him up frightfully.. Turning from the 
vanquished granger, the united forces of 
Civill pounced upon Huffman. When they 
were through with him he looked like a beef- 
steak after passing under the hammer ofa 
chef in a cheap restaurant. Trounced to a 
‘turn, Huffman and his striker limped sadly 
away. Today the racing stewards took a fall 
out of the former owner of Hurry by citing 
him to appear before them. With face and 
head covered with sticking plaster and 
bandages, Huffman listened to the “riot 
act and then planked down the $500 fine 
imposed by the stewards. Not yet satisfied 
with the horrible example they had before 
them, the stewards imposed a suspension of 
ten days in addition to the fine. And Civill

never @ young Man or a young woman 
writes a novel that becomes a popular suc- 
cess people raise their eyebrows with as- 
tonishment that so young a person should 
have done so remarkable a thing. But it is 
as old as the hills for young writers to be 
successful. In fact, success comes at no 
particular age in literature. Some find it 
while they are young, and some not until 
Jane 
Austen wrote Pride and Prejudice at the 
age of 21; Miss Runkle wrote The Helmet. 
of Navarre” at the same age. Chatterton 
died when he was 18, yet fame did not come 
to Edwin Markham until his hair end beard 
were white. Fame is a capricious lady. She 
gives her laurels where she will and not al- 
ways where she should. It would seem that 
in the last few years fame or success—and 
is success not fame in these days—has been 
on the side of the young: But if you will 
make a list of the books that have been 
„ record-breakers you will see that the 
ages of their authors vary from the early 
twenties to the middle fifties. 

One of the most notable examples of 
precocity is that of Miss Margaret Horton 
Potter of Chicago, who has written tiree 
books of N success, and yet she is not 
more than 20 years of age today. Each book 
that Miss Potter has written has been an im- 
provement on the one before it. Her House 
of de Mailly”’ being one of the best his- 
torical novels that has been written in the 
last five years. It is not all sword-thrust 
and blood-letting, though there is some of 
that in the story.

He was 


an impossibility, and the men and women 


with whom he was concerned were mere 


ames. This is always the case with de- 


téctive stories, though it does not seem clear 
why it should necessarily be so. Admitting 
that in a detective story the plot is the rea- 
gon of its being, it still ought to be possible 


to people the story with real human beings. 


Nobody, however, ever does this. Poe's 


Dupin was as unreal and uninteresting, in 
himself considered, as is Sheriock Holmes 
or Monsieur Lecocq. Nobody has ever yet 
Succeeded in making a silk story out of a de- 
tective’s ear, if one may be pardoned a paro- 


dy on a proverb, and the chances are that 


nobody ever will do it. . 

It is curious that so few writers ever write 
what-they prefer to write. Mark Twain has 
to write humor, though he really longs to 
write history and political essays. Conan 
Doyle writes detective stories, though he 
Wants to write historical romances. Grant 
Annen wrote stories which he despised in- 
stead of scientific books which other peo- 
"DIC would have left unread. I should not be 
thé least surprised to learn that Mr. Con- 
rad writes stories because he must make a 
living, and that his one longing in life is 
to write mathematical treatises. Well! We 
can’t have all things here to please us, as 
the hymn justiy remarks. Dr. Doyle may 
hate Sherlock Holmes, but that tiresomely 
rend person has taught him how to put 
Money in his pocket, and if art for art's 
ae fe out of the reach of any man, he ought 
to be consoled if detective stories for money's 
sake meet his grosser expectations.
